A mystery attached to Barry’s whole 
professional career which extended 
over more than halfacentury.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


Explosion of a Locomotive at Abing- 
dou—Train Rua Into at Ras 
nei ville

«clock engine No. 7, on the Atlanti 
Mississippi and Ohio railroad, explod 
her boiler at Abingdon, instantly kill- 
ing the engineer, Robert Wilson, and his 
fireman, whose name is unknown.

Exit Protopopof! Who, then, ig 
Pritopopol? Protopopof is a Russian 
sul lier of fortune, whose acqnaintance 
I tirst made during the Spanish’ war at 
Bi bao, when he was a captain in 
ma's division. When on my first visit 
to Alexinatz I casually met Protopopof 
in a coffee-house e was then in 
chumand of a couple of battalions of 
Servian infantry and two batteries of 
artillery, and ‘he held the post of dan - 
et at Supovac, within siaht of the Tur- 
Tien fureposts. He bad come back to 
Alexinatz for orders, for a big drink, 
for movev ‘and ter tobacco. He give 
mo an invitavon to come and stay with 
jim on the foreposts at Supovac, and 
went off next morning with rather a 
leadache, but with a silver medai upon 
his breast. From others learn- 
el something of Protopop>f's career 
in the service of Servia. He had join- 
ed as a volunteer, nad gota battalion 
c mmand, and had been out to Saits- 
char. In one of the early fights thore 
he had distinguished himself in a pecu- 
liar manner. He had gone forward 
alone, his battalion having run away. 
He had come on a hut in which he had 
found six Turkish soldiers. These he 
had slain seriatim. But he desired 
some evidence of his prowess; would 
he be believed if he recounted this sto- 
ry without evidence? So he cut off the 
ears of the six dead Turks, skewered 
the twelve ears on a piece of stick, and 
brought them back into the Servian 
camp as voucher for his valor. Trans- 
ferred to the army of the Morava, he 
did good service on the foreposts, and 
received the silver medal. Later, I 
heard he had won distinction at the 


combat of Mramor, and as having re- 


ceived the g. cross. Some little time 
after ward I met him in Belgrade, lim 
ing from the effect of a bullet wound in 
his foot, but full of pluck and deter- 
mined to return to the front in a few 
days. When I came to Deli on a 
later visit I met him leavi eadquar- 
ters without hissword. He told me 
that he was under arrest, but would 
not say for what reason. On inquiry I 
learned that he had received 200 ducats 
for distribution among his command 
at Supovac in recognition of their con- 
duct in the Mramor affair. One story 
was that he had retained the whole of 
‘his money, another, that he had kept 
back only 50 ducats, and made himself 
merry thereon.

CHARGE OF JUDGE WOODS. 

An indictment was found in Gilmer superior 
court ag inst William O'Grady for murder, with 
Wells and Newuan as accessories, The priscner’s 
claing thet the act was committed while in the 
revenue service of the United States. Under 
the provisions of law the case was remov d to 
this court and the defendants severed, O’Graiy 
being on trial. It is a simple charge of wilful 
and felonious murder, Mr. O'Grady comes to 
this bar to answer the charge like every other 
man, ptesumed to be innocent until he is prov- 
en guilty. The burden of proof lies on the state 
of Georgia to prove every ingredient of murder. 
Chief Justice Shaw,in the celebrated Webster 
case, laid down the rule that you cannot con- 
vict unless the guilt is made to appear beyond 
* reasonable doubt.“ Inthe trial of this case 
we must administér the law as found in the 
statute law of Georgia, and be governed by it. 

rhe judge gaye the definition of murder and 
manslaughter in the code of Georgia. 

There is no pretence that the Eilling wa: in- 
vo untary. It cannot iu my opinion fall under 
the head of manslaughter. It is murder or jus- 
tiflable homicide. ou are to det -rmine whether 
the state has made out a case 

The proof that A with a deadly weapon killed 
B. wiuhout explanation, makes out a prima facie 
case of merder. 

The order of a superior officer, if unlawſul, 
will not justify the killing, or protect him. 
4 soldier is onde bound to obey lawfal orders. 
‘The party giving such unlawful order becomes 
an accomplice, 

An order to shoot another for disrespectful 
words is murder in both. 

Was there malice? The simple fact of the 

killing, unexplained, implies malice. But it is 
open for explanation. 
Tou, gentlemen of the jury, are to consider 
all the circumstances wf the ease, in order to as- 
certain whether malice existed or not. The 
st te of Georgia has proved beyond dispute the 
death. The defense claims jurtification, and 
that the killing was in self-defense. 

O'Grady was a soldier, and lawfully at the 
door of the still, being placed there by his su- 
perior officer. But O'Grady. Wells aud New- 
man are not protected as soldiers, but as citizens, 
under the protection of the civil laws. They 
were acting es a posse comitatus, and could 
only do what the posse comitatus of a sheriff or 
United States marshal could do, and nothing 
more. 

The mere fear that the party slain was about 
to mako a d-adly assault on the slayer is no jus- 
tification It must be the fears of a reasonable

If O'Grady was assailed or had reason to be- 
lieve, and did b lieve that Emory i::tended to 
agsailhim hs Was justifi d. Lou must, in con- 
sidering this case, put yourself in O'Grady“ 
place at the time and place, and under all the 
circumstances. Was not the fact that the sol- 
diers were called upon te gu to Gilmer county 
sufficient to excite in their minds the belief 
that it was a dangerous apd hazardous duty ? 
Did not tae caution of deputy marshal Biacker 
and the reputation of the section excite reason- 
able fears 

When the Sergeant O’Grady at the door he 
warned him to challenge all parties. The man- 
ner in Which Emory approached the still house 
eta rapid pace shouting to his friends, did it not 
excite the fears ofa reasonable man. The mere 
fact that Emory did not respond to O’Grady's 
challenge does not justity the shooting, There 
isa conflict between the witnesses as to the cha 
lenging. O’Grady, Wells and Newman swear 
to the challenges. The judge then dwelt on 
positive aud negacive testimony, defining cacn. 

Che removal and concealment of the body did 
not add to the crime; that was complete in ihe 
killing. 

You are the judges of the: necessity of the 
killing under all the cirenmstances. He reiter- 
ted his opinion that it could not be a case of 
manslaughter. 

The fury went out at five p. m.

MANUFACTURE OF FERRO-MANGANEAE 

Ores ofiron end ores oi manganese haye long 
been knowa to exist in our section of the state. 
Tae manufacture of iron has for thirty years 
employed a largé amount Of labor and capital 
in north Georgia, and the manganese which is 
trequent iy associated with the iron ores ovcas- 
ioned often much trouble to the pioneers i: the 
manufxetare of pig iron. The small propor ion 
of manganese which was reduced in the furna 
ces, and entered the iron, rendered the latter 
brittle, uuflt for castings, and operated prejudi- 
cially. 

With the introduction of Bessemer stee) cau- 
ses a large demand for iron contai.ing 
manganese which was found to be 
an essential ingredient of ithe new 
steel. For some years the only so 'rce 
from which this demaud could be supplied was 
-ermany, where our iron, called “spiege:ei-iw,’’ 
cou taining about seven per cent. of manganese 
wax made from ores very different from those so 
pleutifulin Bartow county. The opinion of 
the best meta.lurgists of this country and Eu- 
rope was that “spiegleism”’ could not be made 
fiom our ores. 

About a year ago I commenced to test practi- 
cally the coprectuess of these views. My 
first experiments were sufficiently flatte ring 
in their results to warrant their prosecution. 
Finally I succeeded in making a merehantable 
article on spleglelem.“ and by continuing my 
experiments on the same line as that which I 
first adopted succeeded, in making in a blasts 
furnace, an alloy of iron and maganese, con- 
taining nearly seve..ty percent of manganese, 
an article which had been made only in cruci- 
bles at great expense and in small quantities. 
Dr. Little’s estimate of the value of the m nerals 
which lie buried ia our hills is not, I think ex- 
aggerated, but it requires some skill as well as 
the expenditure. ol considerable money to mate 
this treagure ayailable.
